If the operation modes were 
not received and stored, a user would not be able to select a particular mode from a keyboard or a mouse, as stated in column 4, lines 6- 
14). Claim 30: Since Brown teaches monitoring the Off-hook and On-hook signals of local telephone 201, and switches to local telephone 
201 when it is Off-hook; it is inherent that when the telephone 201 is On hook again, the operationg mode prior to Off-hook is restored. 
Calim 22: Brown teaches a local telephone 201 which inherently has two transducers, a microphone (mouth-piece) and a speaker (ear- 
piece), and the mouth-piece is the defult transducer to the ear-piece, and vice versa.
